HE revival of the Irish tanning 

industry, which, until a few years 
ago, had fallen upon evil times, is carried 
a stage further to-day by the official open- 
ing of the Gorey Leather Company's new 
factory in County Wexford. 
There are now more than thirty boot 
and shoe factories in the Irish Free State, 
and between them they have created a 
demand, increasing month by month, for 
leather of various texture, toughness and 
quality. Five new tanneries, of which 
Gorey is one, have been set up to assist 
the older tanning houses in Dublin, 
Limerick and Thomastown in meeting 
ultimately the entire leather requirements 
of the country. These are at Portlaw, 
where almost 80 per cent. of the require- 
ments in sole leather is now manu- 
factured; at New Ross, where harness 
leather, and also sole leather, is pro- 
duced; at Dungarvan, Carrick-on-Suir, 
and now Gorey, where upper leather is 
made. If at first sight it should seem 
peculiar that all five tanneries are 
situated in the South-East corner of 
Ireland, the reason is not far to seek. 
Water, which plays a large part in the 
tanning of leather, is peculiarly suitable 
in that area of the country.

THE FACTORY 


The factory buildings are of the most 
modern design, and of fireproof construc- 
tion throughout. The main building is 
two hundred feet long and one hundred 
and eighty feet deep. It is constructed of 
reinforced concrete floors, which are 
finished with whinstone surface, reim- 


ternal partitions, and plastered exterm- 
ally. The buildings are lighted by a 
series of continuous north roof-lights and 
continuous windows in the external walls. 
The skeleton construction is of struc- 
tural steel, consisting of steel stanchions 
and roof principals, the roofing being of 
asbestos and patent glazing. 
The main building houses the drum de- 
partment, where the leather is subjected 
to various washing processes, in huge re- 
volving drums. Here also is the drying 
department, where the leather is left to 
dry at uniform temperature, provided by 


lying room, where the leather is chemic- 
ally treated for colour ; the machine room, 
where the leather is polished and finished 
to various desigris, and the finished ware- 
house, where. the finished materia] is 
stored. The despatch department and 
various departmental managers’ offices, 
general manager's office, switch rooms,

OTHER BUILDINGS 


Iminediately adjoining the main factory 
building. there are the grease refinery 
buildings. which measure 40 feet long by 
20 feet wide, and support a five thousand 
gallon cast-iron water storage tank. The 
water is pumped by electrical power to 
this tank from a well some hundreds of 
yards away. 

The machine shops. steam boiler build. 
ings, and steel stores adjoin the main 
factory. These measure 80 feet long by 
20 feet wide, having..concrete flat. roofs 
and steel casement. windows. 

The factory buildings adjoin the old 
County Home, which has been acquired

forced concrete external walls and ime | 


rooms, etc., to provide additional factory 
accommodation. 

At the main entrance to the factory, 
and independent of it, is the manager s 
residence, and the administration and 
and office block. The offices are spacious 
and have most modern equipment. There 
is also an independent building for the 
caretaker. 

A complete new drainage system has 
been provided, involving about a quarter 
of a mile of drainage, complete with 
septic tanks, etc. The power and light 
throughout is supplied by the E.S.B. 
with a specially built transformer station, 
which adds yet another building to the 
group. 
It is the intention of the company to 
provide the workers with playing fields 
adjoining the factory.

There have been

This process was reversed by Mr. Fleming, 
who is a Scot, who lived in Belfast from 
1891 to 1915. 

He had been only a short time in Belfast 
when he entered the labour and co-opera- 
tive movements, becoming secretary of the 
then young and small Belfast Co-operative 
Society in 1898.

rom 1898 to 1912 he was Chairman of 
the North of Ireland Co-operative Con- 
ference Association, and of the Irish Agsso- 
ciation which replaced it; and in 1912 he 
became Secretary to the Irish Executive 
of the Co-operative Union. It was in this 
post that Mr. Fleming became known 
throughout Ireland, as he visited every 
distributive co-operative society several 
times every year to audit their accounts 
and give advice upon trading. 

He was well known as an organiser also.

And, talking of co-operative societies, 
I sometimes wonder why nobody in Dublin 
has ** commercialised ” the buffet system 
of the Trinity College “ Co-Op.” 

It is run on a system which is more 
common in America than here. There 
are—or were when I was there last—two 
long tables at right angles. At the head 
of the first table the hungry tindergraduate 
picks up a tray. Progressing.along the 


‘table, he adds a cup and saucer, plates, 


knives and forks, spoons, and the othe: 
gastronomic furniture. 

Then he comes to a ‘basket of rolls, 
adjacent to a host of little plates of butter 
pots of jam, and so on, from which he 
selects according to appetite. Further 
still, he finds plates of cold meat or salad, 
and takes what he wants. If he is dis- 
posed for something hot, it is served out 
from a couple of strange machines on the 
line of cauldrons; and at the end he finds 
the cashier,. who ‘casts a rapid glance over 
his laden tray and tells him what he 
owes, 

The beauty of this system is that service 
takes approximately one minute. Not 
everybody, of course, would be willing to 
slide his or her tray along a counter: we 
are so snobbish, are we not? But a 
restaurant working on the same principle 
would be a god send to office nach ect who 
want their lunch in a hurry. If I had 
the money I would start one myself. 

Labour expenses could not be very large. 
If I remember rightly, the buffet in 
Trinity is administered by two girls— 
whose business, is to serve out the hot 
dishes and to keep the tea and coffee pots 
replenished—in addition to the cashier.

Critics are a curious crowd in any phase of 
human activity, and have im all ages received 
various punishments m their different spheres: 
‘et, ft must be remembered that critics have 
ormed the modus vivendi ot. our - modern 
world. In history, art, finance critics stand 
out generally as the constructors of progress. 
There have also been destructive critics in 
all those ways of men; yet, even if they were 
destructive, they also have furnished their 
quota to their constructive antagonists by 
curbing a doctrinal dogmatism. 

So then in music, we must have those who 
dislike and also those who like it different— 
indeed, one might say, its immeasurable 
paths of appeal. To the critic belongs the 
right to be unfettered; to the audience its 
rightful objection to the criticism, Yet, it is 
another curious thing in our make-up that 
when criticism is really constructive to the 
end of popular demand you will always find 
those persons who are bound by out-moded 
ideas among the public, 

The construction of a programme is no easy

thing, and the execution of it is mach more 
difficult, when it comes to the full satisfac- 
tion of an audience, You will always have 
your high-brows and low-brows, im any gene- 
ration, and do not forget that generations 
before ours have suffered from the same 
balance of musical philosophy, but above it 
all stands the critic of music, utterly un- 
moved by the applause of even a full house. 

Now this is a horrible sermon, but, like all 
sermons, it much end to the line of the text, 
which in itself is a further point of interest— 
** Critics are born, not ads. Audiences are 
made, not born.” What a wide statement ! 
but in it I humbly believe the truth of music 
lies somewhere, 


Question of Rights 


To my mind, a critic is entitled to say 
that a programme should be more balanced. 
‘To my mind, a listener is entitled to say: 
“ Let us have as much symphony work as 
you can give us.” And another may say : 
“I want less symphony and more easily 
understandable works.”’ 

Would these people remember that there 
are such people as critics in the musical 
world, who strive, day by day, and who have 
striven in the past, to succeed in persuading 
musicians to give the public the musical meat 
desire. We have been _ over- 
shadowed in the past by the great 
desire for a symphony orchestra and a 
concert hall, and the critics in the Press 
have been the people who have helped, 
in no small degree, to further both projects 
by a direct attack on the musical sala for 
their small interest in anything musical in 
Dublin 'and in Ireland generally. Yet, when 
the responsible musical authorities give the 
musical public of Ireland's capital city an 
opportunity of hearing a first-class symphony 
orchestra, conducted by a musician of inter- 
national renown, and also a ‘cellist of nearly 
such world-wide fame, the public jump upon 
the critics who were only making helpful 
suggestions for the future, 

1 have no doubt in my mind that the re- 
sponsible authorities will always pay atten- 
tion to both the critics’ and the public's 
taste; and, by the way, “a critic is born, 
not made.” But do let us, first of all, 
appreciate that which has been done for us, 
and for it be thankful. Some other day 1 
may tell my readers what critics were 
thought of some forty years ago. 


Recitals 


We have this week two recitals which are 
really great curtain-raisers to the ewmina- 
tion of Ireland’s musical vear—the Feis Ceoil. 
It is only in the order of things that all the 
recitalists concerned are products of our 
National Musical Festival. and those who are 
aspiring to greatness in music and those 
who love music should take the opportunity 
of listening to these two recitals. 


wonderfully varied career. For six years 
she studied in Faris under Marcel Ciampi and 
Cortot; and later im Germany and Austria 
she appeared as a recitalist, obtaining a 
unanimous Press ot praise.

Irish Musician’s Who's Who 

Miss Jean Nolan, singer, teacher and 
adjudicator, must be known to countless

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Miss JEAN NOLAN.

The second great effort of the twenty- 
seven nations subscribing to the Non- 
Intervention Agreement to “' localise ”’ 
the Spanish war’ will come into operation 
midnight to-day, writes the Press Asso-

ciation Diplomatic Correspondent. By 
that hour hundreds of administrators and 
observers will be at their posts on the 


land frontiers of Spain to prevent the 
entry of war material into the country. 
Simultaneously warships of four nations 
will begin their duty of watching Spanish 
coasts. Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Germany will share this responsibility. 


THE VOLUNTEERS 
The next task which les before the Non- 
Intervention Committee is tha of 


formulating plans to withdraw. the foreign 
volunteers now in Spain. In the last two 
or three weeks there has been a remark- 
able spirit of optimism concerning this 
co.iplex problem, So much progress, has 
been made that a technical sub-committee 
has been set up by the Non-Interventien 
Committee to investigate the question. 
This sub-committee will deal with the 
matter objectively, reporting fully on the 
dificulties and possibilities, and probably 
suggesting a scheme whereby , the 
volunteers may be withdrawn.

THE FREE STATE 


An Order entitled ‘‘ The Merchant 
Shipping (Spanish Civil War) Order. 
1937.” was made last Saturday by the 


Minister for Industry and Commerce to 
fulfil obligations placed upon the Saorstat 
by its membership of the International 
Committee for the application of tha 
avreement regarding non-imtervention in 
Spain. 

"The effect of the Order will be that after 
midnight to-day any ship proceeding to 
Spain from a port in Saorstat Eireann wil] 
be required to call at Brest to take aboard 
one or more observing officers who will 
have the right to examine the ship's cargo 
and to question the crew and any 
passengers in order to satisfy themselves 
that the ship is not carrying any arms, 
war material or volunteers for service in 
the civil war. Paes — Eireann ships pto- 
ceeding to ain from ; 

Seoretat Ail: will be required to call 
at ports peile his Order according to 
the routes they are iotlowimng. 

For the purpose of verifying that ships

are acting i compliance with the pro- 
visions of the Order, certain rights of 
boarding and examination are conferred 
upon the officers in command of the vessels 
of the naval forces of countries to which 
zones of naval observation have been 
assigned by the International Committee. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The Board of Trade on Saturday issued 
a statement explaining some of the obliga- 
tions of shipping uider the Spanish 
frontiers’ scheme which comes into opera- 
tion at midnight to-night. 

The statement reads:—‘‘ The Spanish 
frontiers’ observation scheme becomes 
operative at midnight (G.M.T.) 19th 20th 
April, after which ships bound for 
Spanish territory (not iucluding the 
Canary Islands) will be subject to the 
obligations of the scheme, 

“Among other things, such ships, when 
within ten miles of the Spanish coast, 
will be subject to a scheme of observation 
carried out by naval vessels of certain 
countries. 

“Ships not bound for Spanish ports 
should, if possible, keep outside ten sea 
miles from. the Spanish coast. 

“ Ships proceeding to Spanish territory 
are advised, subject to any reasons of 
navigation or stress of weather, to kee 
outside ten sea miles from the feaish 
coast until it is necessary to approach 
nearer in order to enter the port of 
destiration.”’ 

In addition to the Canary Islands,. the 
following Spanish possessions are being 
temporarily excluded from the scope of 
the observation scheme, states a com- 
muniqué issued on Saturday by the Non. 
Intervention Committee:—Ifno, Rio de 
Oro, Rio Muni and Fernando Po, 

The scheme will apply to all other 
Spanish possessions, including the Spanish 
zone in Morocco. 


FINNISH SHIP TRIES TO

TURNED BACK BY 
INSURGENT CRUISER 


The Finnish ship Aranda (592 tons), 
which attempted to reach Santander on 
Saturday, was stopped by the insurgent 
battleship Espana, and forced to turn 
back into French waters. 

The Espana is patrolling the entrance 
to the harbour at Santander at a distance 
of some eighteen miles. 

An extraordinary meeting of members of 
the Basque and Asturias Governments was 
held at Santander on Saturday. Senor 
Uribe, Spanish Minister of Agriculture, 
came from Valencia to attend. 

It is understood that the food situation 
in Bilbao was one of the subjects dis- 
cussed, also the question of the difficulty 
of transporting coal from Santander to 
Bilbao owing to the activities of insurgent 
armed trawlers. 


FIERCE FIGHTING 


Fierce fighting has again broken out in 
the Oviedo sector. 

The relative positions of the respective 
forces appear, however, to have. 
remained unchanged. The fighting in 
this sector has now settled down to 
trench warfare. 

The British destroyer Brilliant, it is 
learned, is cruising ten miles off the coast 
between Bilbao and Santander. A British 
steamer described as the Clan Macbeth 
is expected at Santander. 

According to Lloyd's, the vessel 
formerly known as the Clan Macbeth 
(4,647 tons) has been renamed the Nailsea 
Vale, and is owned by the E. R. Manage- 
ment Company, of Cardiff. This steamer 
is bound for Gijon (West of Santander) 


from Antwerp, which she left about 
April 10.

THE HOOD 


It is believed that H.M. battle cruiser 
Hood and H.M. cruiser Shropshire are 
both sailing from La Rochelle to-day for 
the Spanish coast, says Reuter. Vice- 
Admiral Blake, commanding the Battle 
Cruiser Squadron, Mediterranean Flcet, 
embarked in the Hood on Saturday on 
returning from WHendaye. The Hood 
arrived at La Rochelle from St. Jean de 
Luz last week. 

The German cruiser Leipzig, which is to 
take part in the supervision of the Spanish 
coast, arrived af Algiers, with Vice- 
Admiral Boehm, commander of the 
German naval forces in Spanish waters, 
on board. She is the first German war- 
ship to visit this port since the war. 

It was revealed in a communiqué issued 
to the Press after Vice-Admiral Boehm 
had visited the authorities that the French 
Government has put Algiers at the dis- 
position of the German control ships as « 
port of call for reprovisioning. 

Several Snanish seaplanes recently have 
flown over French territorial waters and 
Algerian roadsteads. Instructions have, 
therefore, been given to the military, air 
and maritime authorities to see that the 
international air conventions are respected.

HE many difficulties in the wey ‘of 
a settlement in the Dublin 
building trade dispute have not yet 
been surmounted, and it is by no 
means certain that the conference 
between the Saorstat Federation of 
Building Trades’ Employers and the 
Building Trades Group in the Dublin 
Trades Union Council, which has 
been called by the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, will take 
place to-day. 


WEATHER AND WAGES 


While both sides are anxious that the 
dispute should not extend, and that the 
stoppage should not be continued over a 
long period, there is a clear-cut difference 
of opinion on the methods of negotiation. 

At previous conferences the workers’ 
representatives havo stressed the im- 
portance of the wages question. In view 
of the fact that weather conditions play 
such an important part in determining 
the earnings of tradesmen and labourers 
alike in the industry, the workers believe 
that they should be paid rates during fair 
weather’ periods which would provide a 
living wage all the year round. 


EMPLOYERS SYMPATHETIC 


Most employers sympathise with this 
attitude. They are aware that during a 
spell of bad weather the workers earn 
rates which would barely compensate 
them for leaving their homes each day to 
report for work, and they are anxious that 
some arrangement should be reached 
which would enable men to draw a living 
wage all the year round. They feel, how- 
ever, that the only way in which such 
questions can be tackled is by the setting 
up of a joint council, consisting of re- 
presentatives of the employers and the 
workers. 

Such a council, it is suggested, could 
evolve an insurance scheme under which 
workers could be compensated for broken 
time, and could, at the same time, deal 
with all the minor questions in the trade. 

It is stated by representative em- 
ployers that if such a scheme was 
evolved, and if other points regarding 
conditions in the trade were first dis- 
cussed, the wages question in the negotia- 
tions would not present very great 
difficulties : 


INCREASES AND 
CONTRACTS 


Employers would then be enabled to 
estimate the cost of increases, plus that 
of improved conditions, and would know 
whether or not the additional charges 
would have serious reactions on contract 
prices. 

If profits are to remain at their pre- 
sent leve] the full claims would mean 
that a £600 house would cost £650. Em- 
ployerx contend that the additional £50 
could not be borne entirely or-in part out 
of profits.

THE FAULT 


“The League of Nations has, there- 
fore, been badly breached. Abandoned by 
some, ill-served by others, and defied by 
imperialists, the League has yielded to 
violations of its principles. It is not the 
League’s fault, but that of its members. 
The League will yet revive and survive.” 

“The League must learn from experi- 
ence,’’ the French Foreign Minister con- 
tinued. ‘‘ France proposed at Geneva 
that the efforts of each member should 
be proportioned to the dangers each runs. 

‘Instead of asking all to provide 
against the aggressor full help, which is 
at the moment a chimera, Pieane sug- 
gested that military aid should be or- 
ganised by means of regional pacts be- 
tween the countries threatened by a 
common danger. Other members would 
then be more likely to afford an attacked 
country other means of assistance. 

“TH there is only one chance in a hun- 
dred of such a plan succeeding we ought 
to try it, but 1 am convinced the odds 
are much more favourable.

They, he believed, 
were the best reply to those who denounced 
the alleged weakness of democracies, 
especially of France. 

‘They forget our reasons for con- 
fidence,’’ declared M. Delbos. ““ They 
forget our alliance with Poland and the 
Franco-Soviet Pact, which is branded as 
a bogey, but which is, nevertheless, an 
effective guarantee of peace. It is not so 
easy to weaken the influence of France, 
and it is not France which is most 
threatened by upsetting the status quo on 
the Danube. 


ARMAMENTS 


“The race for armaments must dis- 
appear. Is it too ambitious to ask for the 
control of armaments by publicity—that 's 
to say, by the publication of military 
estimates and programmes. 

‘‘Neither military disarmament nor 
economic disarmament is possible without 
disarmament. in minds and hearts,” con- 
cluded M. Delbos. ‘‘ We have long been 
ready for the general political agreement 
which Dr. Schacht, when in Brussels, said 
must precede economic agreement.”

RENEWED

HE strike of Achill schoolchildren, 
as a protest against the attitude 
of the teachers in regard to the 
supply of school meals, will be re- 
sumed to-morrow morning. After a 
long debate, marked by violent. 
scenes, the Board of Health yesterday 
refused to implement the terms of an 
agreement come to at a conference, 
‘whereby the pupils would return to 
school and the teachers supervise the 
meals, pending application to the 
Board of Health to provide cook- 
houses and paid service. 

The Right Rev. Monsigner Walsh, 
Tuam, who called the conference, set out 
the findings arrived at, and appealed to 
the Board to make the agreement per- 
manent, 

Mr. Murphy, speaking for the teachers, 
expressed their willingness to co-operate, 
provided the Board carried out the terms 
of the Act by providing accommodation 
and service. He charged the Board with 
failing in their duty to implement an Act 
they had adopted, and said that that 
failure was the cause of the strikes in 
Achill and Erris. They tried also to 
throw dust in the eyes of the public by 
stating the trouble was one between the 
teachers and the pupils, whereas it was 
one between the Board, the people con- 
cerned, and the Department of Local 
Government, 

Mr. McNulty, County Councillor for 
Achill, made several attacks on Mr. 
Murphy, and called him offensive names, 
saying he was responsible for all the 
trouble, and that the sy SM would not be 
satisfied until they had him and all the 
other teachers cleared out of the island. 


COCOA OR TEA 


Mr. Corrigan, representing Achill 
people, said that the strike followed the 
substitution of cocoa by milk, which for 
some unexplained reason the teachers 
would not handle. He expressed the 
willingness of the people to carry out the 
conference agreement. There would be 
no cooking, he said, and little trouble, 
handing the children slices of bread and 
cups of milk. If the teachers were 
Christian gentlemen all the supervising 
necessary could be done with their 
hands in their pockets. 

Dr. Hardy, who presided, criticised the 
attitude of Mr. Murphy, and said that his 
charges against the Board were un- 
founded, and Mr. McNulty repeated his 
attacks on Mr. Murphy. 

The chairman told the teachers that if 
they had come to make a case that the 
Board should put up shelters at the 
schools they were wasting their time, as 
they had no control over these Govern- 
ment buildings. 

Mr. Liam Forde, Ballaghaderreen, chair- 
man of the teachers’ county organisa- 
tion, said that he was afraid the temper 
of the discussion did not tend to an 
amicable arrangement. Having set out 
the position of the teachers under the 
School Meals Act, he asked the Board to 
make representations to the appropriate 
Government Department to provide the 
necessary shelters. 


PAID ASSISTANCE 


The Board unanimously agreed to do 
this, and Monsignor Walsh was given an 
undertaking that when the next annual 
estimate was under consideration the 
question of providing paid assistance 
would be taken up. 

Angry scenes then ensued between Mr. 
McNulty and Mr. Murphy, who an- 
nounced that the teachers would withdraw 
their co-operation, as faith had not been 
kept with them. 

Mr. Corrigan said that it was his duty 
to inform the Board and all others con- 
cerned that the strike would-be resumed 
with intensity and determination. 

It was learned at the county head- 
quarters of the Civic Guards here to-day 
that a strong force is being mobilised for 
duty in Achill to-morrow. 


FAKIR LEAVING 
HIDING-PLACE 


NORTH-WEST FRONTIER 
TRIBESMEN MASSING

The Fakir of Ipi, notorious trouble- 
maker of the North-West Frontier, 1s 
stated to be preparing to leave his hiding- 
place at Ausol Kot, between the Khaisora 
and Shaktu Valleys, and to establish his 
headquarters near Razmak, says a Press 
Association Foreign Special Simla 
telegram.

On 
Friday some shooting occurred at the 
Khaisora Post and at Mirali and in South 
Waziristan.

HIBERNIAN ACADEMY 
EXHIBITS

HE only means of inducing a con. 
T siderable body of people te 
look at pictures is to hold an exhibi- 
tion. There could scarcely be a worse 
way of doing the thing; for how is 
anyone to make up his mind about a 
particular picture that is crowded on 
every side by other pictures, all of 
which exert some influence on it for 
good or evil? Next to being badly. 
painted, the worst thing that can 
befall a picture is to be badly hung, 


and to be hung among several 
hundred other pictures is to be 
partially executed before sentence 


has been pronounced. 

Nor is the critic at an Exhibition in 
much better case. Faced with so many 
obstacles to making up his mind, the 
hungriest terrier might starve in a field 
full of rabbits. 

Then the fair-minded critic has to take 
into account the position of the artist 
who has his living to make, and must 
paint, not as he will or can, but as he 
is permitted to paint. Until he has 
reached Olympian heights of reputation 
the portrait painter must consider the 
whims of his sitter, and the Ei 
painter take into serious account e 
respective saleability of cottages and 
castles. Finally, the critic is, or should 
be, aware that his opinion—the opinion of 
a layman—is to an artist mere foolishness. 
All he can do is to remind himself that. 
most of the potential buyers are laymem 
also, and to express his likes and dislikes, 
hoping that he may afford some guidance 
to those of the laity who know even less 
than himself. 

It may be said at once that the Royal 
Hibernian Academy’s Exhibition for 1937 
is no better and no worse than other years, 
Tt is traditional rather than adventurous. 
There are few surprises and few dise 
appointments. The veteran exhibitors are 
as skilful as ever they were. The new- 
comers have tactfully refrained from 
throwing them into the shade with any 
startling or pleasing novelties. 


SOME PREFERENCES 


With diffidence, I venture to declare 
some preferences; and begin by con- 
gratulating the veteran President, who is 
setting a headline to his Academy by 
painting better even than ever. His 
‘‘ Feltrim,’’ No. 49, is a little master- 
piece in a worthy tradition, a fresh and 
pleasing bit of the countryside, skilfully 
painted, and bathed in light and air. 

If Mr. Leo Whelan, R.H.A., has ne 
surprises for us it is because he is entirely 
master of a brilliant technique in which 
he paints without faltering. This is not 
to say that he has crystallised his art into 
a formula. It is sensitive to the various 


seen by comparing the purple and black 
harmony of No. 172, ‘* Portrait of the 
Most Rev. Dr. Keogh,” with the unob- 
trusive, but effective, black and white of 
No. 160, ‘‘ Portrait of J. W. Dulanty, 
Esq.,’’ and the definite characterisation 
of both his subjects. 

No. 129, “ Portrait of Miss Miriam 
Leonard,” by Seán O'Sullivan, is the 
most brilliant portrait in the Exhibition, 
full of light, glowing with rich colour, 
and the flesh painting confident without 
being obtrusive—a tour de force of assured 
skill. But I consider No. 111, “‘ Portrait 
of R. M. Smyllie, Esg.,” by William 
Conor, R.O.I., the best portrait in the 
room. Freely and boldly handled, there 
is behind this portrait a suggestion of the 
abounding vitality of the subject, the 
opulence of body and spirit that I do not 
find elsewhere in the room. Mr. Conor 
has two other oils—‘‘The Horse Fair,” 
No. 16. an excellent design, in low tones, 
and ‘‘ The Delf Woman,” No. 35, full of 
the warmth and humanity that always 
distinguishes his figure studies of- humble 
life. No. 41, “ Fadó,” by John Keating, 
R.H.A., has the virile handling, the sug- 
gestion of the deep pools of character 
and the rich decorative quality of this 
accomplished painter’s best work. I did 
not like his “Arma Virumque,”’ No. 6, 
so well. In this rendering of an ambush— 
as I take it to be—the breathless tensity 
of the occasion seems to be lacking. The 
group looks not so much like a team 
straining for the referee’s whistle as like 
the photograph they got taken before the 
pavilion prior to setting out for the 


match. 
TECHNIQUE AND APPEAL 


I will not deal with any particular ona 
of the contributions of Mr. Paul Henry, 
R.H.A. In each of them he shows that 
instinctive sense of design that perfect “ 
feeling for the quality of oil paint that 
at all times distinguishes his work. In 
the lovely creamy quality of his paint and 
in masterly brush-work he is excelled by 
no painter in these islands. There is an 
increasing lack of variety in his —— 
I know the Gargantuan appetite of the 
public for the blue mountains and the 
cottages of Connemara and the West 
generally; but, as far as Mr. Henry’s 
later work is concerned, it certainly cannot 
be said that “ the hungry sheep look up 
and are not fed.”’

TO LATE RECTOR'S 
MEMORY 


When he attended the centenary thanks- 
giving Service in Harold’s Cross Parish 
Church, Dublin, yesterday morning, the 
Archbishop ef Dublin (the Most Rev. 
Dr, Gregg) unveiled a tablet to the memory 
of the late rector, the Rev. Charles Coote 
Whittaker Duggan, B.D., who died last year. 

The tablet was erected by tho pafishioners, 
and commemorates the service of the Rev. 
Mr. Duggan as rector from 10235 té 1936, 

The Service was conducted by the rector, 
the Rev. C. G. Proctor, B.D., and the Rev. 
B. M. Kennedy, B.A, : 

Harold’s Cross Parish Church was founded 
in 1837 and licensed as a trustee church, In 
1903 the trustees voluntarily transferred their 
trust to the Representative Body of the 
Church of Ireland. 

Dr. Gregg said that the past century had 
been full of’ events, but nowhere had the 
march of history. been attended with greater 
change than in Ireland—both socially and 
politically, Even the feligious sphere’ had 
not gone untouched, but in that church—and 
in Treland-worship wept of, and they stood 
with the same Divine truth. Harold’s Cross 
Parish Church always had a loyal congrega- 
tion of men.and women, who, for the occasion 
of the centenary, had subscribed £1,000 for 
the renovation of the altar, 

The Archbishop said that the late Mr. 
Duggan would be remembered with gratitude 
and affection by his parishioners.

There 
are better grounds for taking a shorter price 
about William of Valence, because he followed 
up his runaway win at Kempton with an 
equally hollow performance at Lingfield.

Tt is a little hard to believe in the com- 
plete reformation of William of Valence, 
whose departure from Stockbridge at the 
end of last season did not cause Mr. Persse 
to shed any bitter tears. He had shown 
himself more than once to be soft-hearted 
when asked for the extra effort, and at 
Kempton, and again at Lingfeld he had it 
all his own way. vt w be that he has 
forgotten by now his i, severe race 
against Crudite in the Grand Prix de Paris, 
but one would like to see him wear another 
good horse down in a hard fought race and 
win by a neck or half a length bin taking 
him - entirely dependable.
